DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 16 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There are many similarities between applicant's invention of and the US patent of 
Kent and Friedrich et al. However, Kent and Friedrich et al. fail to disclose a lock label 
including a second substantially cylindrical sleeve of a colored heat shrink material 
having a second predetermined diameter, a second predetermined length, an inner 
surface and an outer surface and a through opening such that the inner surface of the 
lock label is adapted to fit around a portion of a lock and be shrunk to substantially 
encase the portion of the lock forming a flat surface that can be written upon. None of 
the prior art in the record whether taken alone or in combination can solve this 
dissimilarities.
